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The applicant argued that the cited art does not teach using said radio transmitter and receiver. Furthermore, the applicant argues that the 
cited art does not disclose said transmitter and receiver for communciation in the WLAN mode and PAN mode being the same. 

The examiner maintains that the argued portions are taught within Awater, where Awater discloses the dual element 200 in fig 2, 
transmitting and receiving IEEE 802.11 (WLAN mode) and bluetooth data (PAN mode). 

The applicant also argues that the cited art does not disclose said first control program communciates directly with said at least one 
peripheral device. 

The examiner contends that within the specification, a direct connection is not made, however a connection is made through an interface. 
Furthermore, Awater discloses a first control program in the bluetooth baseband control 1 10 in fig 2, where the control implemented in this 
device is as a result of some form of program/plan of operation in bluetooth mode. Awater also discloses a control program in that 
firmware is implemented by the CPU in fig 6, where data is transmitted in both instances of control programs, to a peripheral device in the 
evern that blueooth mode is being utilitzed, where para 0008 describes bluetooth communicating to peripheral unit. 

The applicant argues with respect to claim 21 , that the association is related to when the peripheral device connects to the mobile unit and 
not during the life of the connection. 

The examienr respectfully disagrees with this assertion, as the claim does not define what an association is. The claim does not 
distinguish between the examiners previously stated broad interpretation, and the claimed subject matter. 

Further arguments are similar to that which has been addressed above. 
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
